Looking for the Enemy. 


CRUISE OF THREE DAYS. 


Orders from Washington to Go 
to Key West. 


INCIDENTS OF THE TRIP. 


On Board the Flagship Brooklyn of the 
Flying Squadron, off Charleston, 8. C., May 
15.—The four vessels of war comprising the 
major portion of the flying squadron, Com- 
modore Schley, anchored off Charleston bar, 
nine miles from Charleston City, at 4:30 
o’clock this afternoon after having been at 
sea for three days and without observing any 
sign of the Spanish cruisers or torpedo boats 
said to be in this locality. 

The pilots were dropped at Cape Henry on 
Friday night, and the squadron proceeded to 
sea at a ten-knot squadron speed. At sun- 
set active battle preparations were made. 
Ports were closed with steel covers, battle 
hatches covered, the main batteries of the 
ships loaded, and men sent to the guns with 
instructions for a night watch to bé kept. 
With all lights extinguished the squadron 
proceeded in a southeasterly direction. 

- Towards morning several heavy fog banks 
were run into and during one of these inter- 
vals the collier Sterling became detached. 
To wait for it was partly the reason that 
anchorage was made, although Commodore 
Schley communicated at once with Washing- 


The only important incident of the tri 
from Hampton roads was the holding up ofa 
British steamer that did not display its flag. 
The Scorpion was. sent and soon overhauled 
it. The vessel proved to be the British 
steamer Elsie,with a load of phosphate rock 
and bound for Norfolk, Va. It was allowed 
to proceed.

Instantly every light on the mer- 
chantman went out and it made a run, evi- 
dently expecting that it had encountered the 
Spanish. No attempt was made to undeceive 
it, and it is expected that it will report hav- 
ing seen a hostile fleet.

Senator Julius Cesar Burrows of Michigan 
«The admonition of Washington ought to 
gmake us hesitate to enter upon a policy 
which he so pointedly repudiated. And yet 
the world moves and no one can tell what a 
day may bring forth. 

Senator Cockrell of Missouri—Our elliance 
js among-ourselves. I don’t think we have 
occasion for an alliance with any other 
nation on earth. 

Senator Lindsay of Kentucky—We appre- 
ciate the friendly feeling of Great Britain 
and should cultivate it. But we have not 
yet got far enough away from old-time 
American doctrines to be willing to form 
international alliances with any nation in 
the world—not even with our best friends. . 

Representative of Massacnusetts— 
If there should be a European combination 
against us in the war with Spain we would 
make an immediate alliance with Great 
Britain, and it would be a firm one, too. 
From this time on we must have ship for 
ship and man for man for the ships of Great 
iBritain or any other power. 

Representative Bailey of Texas, the Demo- 
cratic leader of the House—I don’t think an 
alliance between the United States and any 
foreign nation is advisable at any time. . 

Governor Pingree of Michigan—Let our 
“people read Washington's farewell address 


_ and what he says about alliances with for- 


eign powers. I.favor arbitration between 
ourselves and all nations.

Woxen is 50 years oid, five feet eight inches 
tall, with black hair and full dark beard and 
mustache. His left hand is fingerless. He 
has been in this country for some years. 
Previous to his coming here he was attached 
to the Swedish and Norwegian Legation at 
Madrid, Rome, and London. In 188 he was 
Secretary of the Legation at Washington, 
and later Chargé d’Affaires. In 1891 he was 
appointed Consul General. He continued as 
such up to the time of his disappearance. 
His office was at 22 and 24 State street, this 
city. He was last seen there March 19 of 
this year. He left a note saying he was 
going out of town for a few days. He was 
not seen or heard of again until word 
reached here of his presence in the Klondike. 
Soon after he was missed many of the 
Swedes called at the office inquiring for him. 
Among them was Neil Hellstroem from 
Texas. He said he had given Consul Woxen 
a draft for $5,000 to get cashed, but that 
‘ Woxen had not done so. Hellstroem was 
angry about it. He threatened to uppeal to 
the King of Sweden and Norway. He did 
complain to the Swedish Minister at Wash- 
ington, who came to New York to investi- 
gate the matter. An examination of Consul 
Woxen’s correspondence showed things to 
be much mixed up. There was no record of 
Hellstroem’s $5,000 draft. Then came a

Dr. Georg Wallemath, the astronomer of 
Hamburg, Germany, has discovered a second 
moon, which revolves 


about the earth. In Discovery of 
discov- a Second ‘Moon 
Announced. 


“There is a second 
moon revolving 
around: the earth. It is the most erratic 
creature in the heavens, so far as we know. 
Sometimes it flares out in a sheet of flame 
that looks like a drawn scimiter. In a mo- 
ment it may vanish, flashing its rays like a 
searchlight off into another part of distant 
space. Again it may be seen in the day- 
time—a small, black spot crossing the sun’s 
disk in the same way that the big moon 
does at the. time of an eclipse. At the time 
of its greatest brilliancy it has even been 
seen during daytime, a small, white speck 
in the azure heavens. 

‘*I predict it will next be seen crossing 
the sun on the 30th of the coming July. 


‘‘T believe the so-called changes of climate 


that come to certain parts of the earth are 
due to its influence. It seems to work in 
cycles of years—producing at one time a pro- 
tracted series of wet seasons, and following 
that a series of dry seasons. 

‘This new moon is probably the mys- 
terious influence that has caused the varia- 
tion of the big moon from its orbit, a matter 
that has puzzled astronomers for twenty 
centuries and upset th¥ir finest calculations. 

“TT first announced to the world the ex- 
istence of this moon last January, My pre- 
diction that it would tross the sun on or 
about the 3d of February was remarkably 
verified, for from the university observatory 
of Griefswold, near the Baltic Sea, came the 
news that it was seen on Feb. 4.

TURNER’S COMMAND WILL START 
FOR CHICKAMAUGA TOMORROW. 


Adjutant General Corbin Directs That 
It Be Put in Readiness at Once for 
the Trip—Men Cheer on Receiving 
the Welcome News—Sixth Regiment 
Expects to Follow in a Few Days— 
Second and Seventh Infantry to Be 
Mustered Soon.

Camp Tanner, State Fair Grounds, Spring- 


field, May 15.—[{Special.]—The First 
Regiment will be on its way south by Tues- 
day noon. Colonel Henry L. Turner, com- 
manding, received telegraphic instructions 
from Adjutant General Corbin this afternoon 
to place the regiment in readiness immedi- 


ately to move to Camp Thomas, Chicka-. 


mauga Park, and to move the command 
later than Tuesday noon.’ A second 
telegram from Washington announced that 
Quartermaster Jones, stationed at Chicago, 
would make the necessary arrangements for 
transportation.

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CALL FOR THE TARS, 


Two Hundred Men from IIli- 
nois Naval Reserve Wanted. 


FOR SAMPSON’S SQUADRON 


Adjutant General J. N. Reece Is 
; Formally Notified. 


HAWLEY TO MUSTER THEM IN 


The Navy department at last has called 
upon Illinois for 200 volunteers from the 
State Naval Reserve, who are to report with 
all haste to Admiral Sampson. The follcw- 
ing official order was received by Adjutant 
General Reece at Springfield yesterday 
afternoon: 


Washington, D. C., May 15.—To Adjutant Gen- 
eral of Illinois, Springfield, Ill.: The Navy de- 
partment wants 200 of your best Naval Reserve 
men, mainly of seamen and engineer branches. 
for Sampson’s fleet, State to give one year's 
leave, and the men to be mustered into navy 
for one year’s general service, unless. sooner 
discharged. As arranged with Commander Har- 
rison, Lieutefant Commander Hawley will mus- 
ter in and rate according to qualification. Slight 
physical disabilities will be waived. One Lieu- 
tenant, one Junior Lieutenant, and one Ensign, 
to be selected according to qualifications, will be 
required. Hawley will wire you when to expect 


him at Chicago. Department will arrange for 
transportation. Hawley will give detailed in- 
formation. CROWNINSHIELD. 


Later Adjutant General Reece received 
private advices from Washington stating 
that the Illinois tars were to be assigned 
to duty with Admiral Sampson’s squadron 
and should be hurried to the seacoast. Upon 
receipt of the order General Reece held a 
long consultation with Governor Tanner, 
after which the Governor sent a telegram 
to Commander E. H. Harrison, who is on

General Reece would not venture an opin- 
ion as to which officers were likely to be 
selected, but it is thought that Lieutenant 
W. J. Wilson. of the hydrographic office in 
the Masonic,Tcemple will be suggested by the 
Washington authorities as ranking officer 
of the reserves when they leave the State, 
and it is probable that Governor Tanner will 
act favorably upon this suggestion. General 
Reece said he expected another call would 
500n be issued for reserves, and that the en- 
tire State reserve would be out before many 
days.

Lieutenant Wilson’s View. 


Lieutenant W. J. Wilson said last night 
that he had received no word from the au- 
thorities that the rese was to be mus- 
tered into the service, d that until the 
order came he could not tell what move 
would be made. 

“There are eight divisions in the State,”’ 
he said. ‘*‘ Four are here in Chicago, one 
is at Alton, one at Quincy, and two areat 
Moline. Each numbers 100 men. .If two 
divisions are called for one will be taken 
from Chitago and the other probably frdm 
one of the country towns.

CELEBRATED VIOLINIST DIES WHILE 
RESPONDING TO AN ENCORE. 


After a Few Notes from His Violin He 
Suddenly Reels and Pitches For- 
ward Almost Over the Footlights at 
the Orpheum Theater at San Fran- 
€isco—It Was His First Appearance 
on the Vaudeville Stage and a Large 
Audience Had Been Attracted. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 15.—[ 
Remenyi, the violinist, died on the ge at 
the Orpheum Vaufleville Theater today at 


| 3:30 p. m. It was Remenyi’s first appearance 


on the vaudeville stage, and it was his last: 

The appearance of the celebrated violinist 
had attracted a great audience to the the- 
ater. At 3:30 Remenyl, in response~to a 
second encore, had just drawn a few sweet 
notes from his violin, when he suddenly 
reeled and then pitched down and forward 
almost over the footlights. 

The audience was horror-stricken. There 
was intense excitement as the stage hands 
ran out and carried the unconscious virtuoso 
behind the scenes.

Edouard Remeny! died as he had wished to 
die, with his beloved violin in his hands and 
the applause attesting his mastery over the 
instrument singing in his ears. Remeryi 
was born in Hungary, the birthplace of 
many great musicans, sixty-eight years ago. 
He studied at the Vienna Conservatory, 
where he was twelve years under Joseph 
Bohn, the teacher of Joachim. In 1848 he 
took part'in the insurrection against Aus- 
trian rule and was compelled to flee for his 
life. Then it was that he came to this coun- 
try, making a concert tour that was suc- 
cessful. He loved Hungarian music and 
played it with fervor and passion without 
¢ losing any of the technique. 

He returned to Europe, playing in all thé 
capitals and creating the greatest sensa- 
tian by his dash and vim. In England he 
became the rage. The Queen appointed 
him solo violinist in 1854, and then his for- 
tune was made. He held this post until 
°1860, and in after years delighted to tell of 
the many great events he witnessed while 
at the court of St. James, the reception of 
Cavour, after the Crimean war, and many 
other historic events. He often spoke of 
the remarkable musical knowledge of the 
Queen and of Prince Albert. 


Hungary, and in 1867 was appointed court 
violinist to the Empress of Austria. He was 
a great friend of Abbe Liszt. ‘ 

In 1878, having lost much of his property, 
Remenyi started out in the world again 
with his violin. He toured through almost 
every civilized country, and was the first 
European to play before the Mikado of 
Japan. The court etiquette of Tokio was 
then so strict that the violinist could not 
bring his accompanist, but fortunately the 
Austrian Ambassador, Count Zaluski, who 
presented him, was an accomplished musi- 
cian, a pupil of Liszt, and the concert was a 
great success. . 

Remenyi made a prolonged stay in this 
country. When the vaudeville ranks began 
to include actors and musicians of the first 
rank Remenyi’s name was announced among 
the stars engaged. Recently, however, he 
announced a concert tour and was accom- 
panied by his daughter, a singer of some 
note. 

A year ago Remenyi was stricken with 
heart trouble, and he frequently afterward 
had to remain seated while playing in con- 
cert. One of his most recent appearances in 
this country was in Jefferson Market Police 
Court, New York. A case was being tried 
in which the value of a violin was to be de- 
cided. Remenyi played on the instrument 
in court—played until even the prisoners 
cried. Those who heard him were willing 
to believe the instrument bewitched, but 
when the air was finished Remenyi declared 
it was not a Stradivarius, as claimed.

Sixty Preachers Laud Its Work of the 

Last Four Decades — 
Beaver of Pennsylvania Says the 
War Gives the Association a New 
Field for Laber — President Cyrus 
Northrop Makes a Patriotic Address 
—Many Department Meetings Held. 


Chi o, from pulpit and platform, paid 
7 Wired honors yesterday to the Young 
Men’s Christian association. Sixty minis- 
ters preached, either in the morning or in 
the evening, on the work done by the as- 
sociation during its forty years of existence 
“and the association conducted seven after- 
noon mass-meetings at its various city 
headquarters, besides sending speakers to 
‘gupply many pulpits. 

At the Central association, where patriot- 
ism was the theme, addresses were deliv- - 
ered by ex-Governor James A. Beaver of 
Pennslivania and by President Cyrus 
Northrop of the University of Minnesota. 
Both spoke with eloquence born of deep. 
feeling and of the inspiration of the hour 
of impending naval battle. : 

General Beaver urged that General Mer- 

‘itt should not be allowed to embark his 
troops at San Francisco for the Philippine 
Islands without the presence on board of a 

- well-equipped association organization, sup- 

plied with tents, stationery, and the supplies 
which experience have proved essential to 
fiel@ work. He said that in raising the 
funds necessary for such an equipment the 

Chicago association had a labor to which it 

could deem itself called. The words were 
received with enthusiasm. 


Raise Funds for the Work. 


Before General Beaver took his seat W. 8. 
Potwin sent up a check for $100 for the army 
fund, and a part of the collection after- 
wards taken was designated for the same 
fund. ‘The money will be sent to the asso- 
ciation secretary at San Francisco with in- 
structions for its outlay in behalf of the |: 
Philippine expedition. 

In his speech General Beaver said the |: 
young men were the saviors of the union in 
the days of civil war, and that the country 
leaned upon them today in its war in the 
cause of humanity and freedom. The war 
itself, he declared, was to mark a new step 
in the progress of the nation. He believed 
it presaged a merchant marine which would 
fiy the American flag in every harbor of the } 
world. In that era he hoped the Anglo- 
Saxon race, through a common bond of good 
fellowship, should be invincible the world. 
over. 

The hall was draped with silken flags, and 
between them, along the edge of the gallery, 
hung pictures of the army heroes of the war 
of the rebellion. The pictures furnished 
General Beaver with his introduction. 

“TI see around me,” he said, *‘ the faces of 
men who a third of a century ago led our 
armies to victory. Only two survive—Har- 
rison and Howard.” 

He did not notice that the picture of Presi- 
dent McKinley was at his back. but !ater in 
his address turned around and saw the lith- 
Ograph. 

“O, I didn’t see that,’ he burst out. 
“There are three of them not dead.”’ 

He soon reached the topic of the value to 
@ nation of its young manhood. 

“ Now,” he said, “‘ has come a word, and 
it has sent our young men into camps and 
started them marching with guns at their 
shoulders. It takes an emergency to awaken 
the American people to the dignity of the 
young manhood of the land. But when the 
crisis comes we lean on our young men— 

‘helpless and hopeless without them. When 
victory comes, whether to the army or the 
navy, it will come because of the young men 
who have enlisted, because of young fellows 
like Bagley who laid. down their lives for 
the flag and for the cause it-represented.”’ 


Meaning of the War. 


After teMing what he believed should be 
the war destiny of the association, to follow 


and to the Philippines, he returned to the 
meaning of the present war. 

“The war has had its sentimentai side,” 
he said, “‘a bright side. The sweetest part 
of the story is that now, with a common foe 
confronting us, the men who wore the blue 
march shoulder to shoulder with the men 
who wore the gray. .Some say cordiality has 
been restored. I say no, for we never had it 
before. But now in mutual regard the North 
_@nd.the South are one. Fitzhugh Lee and 

Joe Wheeler will lead their men alongside 
regiments commanded by men of the regular 
army. All will keep step to the music of the 
union. 

“I believe that war will leave this coun- 
try not only a unified nation, but one in- 
creased in glory and renown, and the Anglo- 
Saxon race absolutely invincible the world 
over. I shut my eyes and see these giories 
coming. If they overturn the Monroe doc- 
trine, let it go. If they mean the possession 
of the Philippines, let us keep them. If 
other territory must be taken and retained, 
let it be taken andretained.” * 

President Northrop began his address by 
defining his idea of “ jingoism.’’ He said 
that it seemed to him to be “ an extravagant’ 
desire to enlarge the territory and the giory 
of the United States somewhat at the ex- 

pense of the comfort of the rest of the 
_ world.” 

In its worst stage, however, he said that 
it was preferable to the doctrine of those 

whom its vehemence frightencd. 


Not Afraid of “ Jingo ” Cry. 


“Tam no believer,” he said, “‘ in jingoism, 
Dut I'm not so afraid of being called a jingo 
@s not to stand up and rejoice when my 
country has taken its position before the 
world in a war waged not for extension of 
territory but for humanity. You're not go- 
ing to frighten me with the cry of jingoism.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER.

An agitation is now in progress in England 
which is about to result in the elimination 
from the consular service of all foreigners, 
especially of those foreign bankers and mer- 
chants who undertake the duties and accept 
the office of Consul or of Consul General 
without pay, and merely for the sake of the 
prestige and status which the office confers. 
At Vienna, Berlin, and Rome the British 


. Consul Generals are all of them German 


bankers and merchants of Jewish origin, 
and it will scarcely be credited that accord- 
ing to returns recently furnished to the 
House of Commons no fewer than 269 other 
British Consuls General and Consuls are all 
of them unpaid foreigners. 

Inasmuch as Consuls are supposed to exer- 
cise a particular care for the commercial in- 
terests of the country which they repre- 
sent, and to foster and promote the trade of 
the latter by every means.in their power, it 
will readily be understood. how much Eng- 
lish commerce suffers from this practice of 
confiding the consular offices to foreign mer- 
chants, especially to Germans, who, as every 
one knows, are the principal competitors 
and most dangerous rivals of the British 
trader. 

The German government, although cer- 
tainly more keen on the score of economy 
than that of England, would not dream of 
making such a mistake for the sake of sav- 
ing cents in order to waste untold dollars. 

It would be well if the agitation were to 
extend to this country. For there is no 
doubt that the foreign commerce of the 
United States has suffered much through 
identically the same cause. In fact, few 
people were probably aware here of the ex- 
tent to which consular offices in Spain were 
held by Spaniards until the war broke out.

Bonaparte, is a sister of the late Cardinal

Charles Bonaparte who used to be known as 
the Prince of Canino and who was one of 
the most disreputable members of the Bona- 
parte family. 

It was Canino who, during the early days 
of the empire at Paris, distinguished himself 
by placing his carriage and four at the dis- 
posal of the famous tragedienne, Rachel, 
who was living with him at the time. The 
carriage bore the imperial coat of arms, and 
both postilions and footmen were arrayed 
inthe imperial livery. 

‘The result was that, driving up the Champs 


Elysée, the police of the Arc de Triomphe, 


were convinced that the equipage contained 
the Empress, and accordingly lowered the 
chains so as to enable the carriage to drive 
under the arch instead of around it, driving 
under the arch,being an honor reserved ex- 
clusively for crowned heads. 

On the following day the official gazette 
contained a decree bearing the Emperor's 
signature restricting the use of the imperial 
livery to the Emperor, the Empress, the 
Prince Imperiai, Prince Jerome Bonaparte, 
and his sister, Princess Mathilde. 

The most amusing feature of the whole 
affair was that Mme. Rachel went about 
during the following few days complaining 
of how disagreeable it had been for her to be 
mistaken for the Empress. 

It was not, however, for this that the 
doors of the Tuileries were closed against 
him, but in consequence of his refusal to 
fight a duel with Count Rossi, for the assas- 
sination of whose father, the distinguished 
Italian patriot at Rome, he, the Prince,-was 
primarily responsible. Count Rossi, meet- 
ing the Prince one day on the boulevards, 
apostrophized him as the cowardly murderer 
of his father, struck him in the face, and 
then spat at him with the object of provok- 
ing him to single combat. To the utter dis- 
gust of everybody, Canino refused to fight, 
and coolly pocketed the indignity to which 
he had been subjected.
